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Washington, July 13.~A report was 
made public today by the interstate 
commerce commission of its inquiry into 
the railroad operations of Bdwara H.

So it is reasonable to expect that the 
city will have clear .water by the last 
of. next week. It will take some four 
or five days for the water in the pipes 
to get elear after the water is again 
run through the filters. 

Pipe Reache@ the City. 

The first shipment of pipe for the new 
main from the river to the. reservoir 
was received yesterday. ‘The water de- 
partment was notified by the railroad 
that twelve pieces of 36-inch pipeghad 
reached the city and were ready for de- 
livery. This makes about 150 feet. 

In the meantime the waterworks de- 
partment has been cutting the ditch for 
the new main, and 1,500 feet are ready 
to receive the pipe. The ditch is six 
feet deep and four feet wide. Its total 
length will be 5,800 to the ton of Ca- 
sey’s Hill, so that nearly one-third 09 
{ft has now been cut. 

When the pipe is laid as far as Ca- 
sey’s Hill from the river it will flow by 
gravitation to the reservoir. 

Once the main is laid there will be no 
more trouble about having plenty of wa- 
ter in the reservoir for some time to 
come. 

Witll Make Report on Pump. 

The special committee appointed by the 
general counci] to act with the water 
board on the expenditure of the bond 
money will meet next Tuesday 
noon at 3 o’clock for the purpose of 
hearing a report from the subcommittee 
which has been investigating the rel- 
ative merits of the verticar and centrifu- 
gal pumps. 

The subcommittee met yesterday and 

decided to make a report to the general 
committee without any recommendation. 
The report will simply set forth what 
the subcommittee has ascertained con- 
cerning the two types of pumps, and let 
the general committee say which type 
shall be purchased. 
» The fact that the subcommittee will 
make no recommendation is believed to 
indicate that it favors the vertical pump, 
because the resolution under which the 
comm®ttee was appointed stated that if 
it found the centrifugal pump was al- 
right and suitable for the city’s use a 
report on its price should be made. 

It was hoped that the su»committee 
would make its report to tne general 
committee in time for council “~o act 
upon it Monday afternoon, Dut for some 
reason known only to .the committee it 
was deemed best to again defer the 
matter.

PURE FOOD LAW 
SOON IN EFFECT 


Department of Agriculture Is 
Getting Ready for Its En- 
forcement August 1, 


The state department of agriculture 
is rapidly getting in shape for the ad- 
ministration of the pure food law 
which was passed at the last session of 
the general assembly, and which be- 
comes effective August | next. : 

P. A: Methvin, appointéd as pure 

food inspector, has already begun, the 
work of familiarizing himself with his 
duties under the new law, though his 
work and his salary do not begin until 
the Ist of next month. 
. Already there have been twenty-five 
registrations with the department by 
firms or individuals who manufacture 
mixed cattle and sock feeds, the law 
requiring these registrations. the. same 
as in the case of fertilizer manufactur- 
ers. Inspection stamps have been 
printed and the department is ready 
to supply them to any one desiring | 
them. The _ inspection fee on these 
mixed cattle feeds is 20 cents per ton. 
I: is expected to derive from this 
source sufficient income to pay the ex- 
penses of the administration of the rew 
law. 

There will be appointed under the 
law two or three chemists, whose duty 
it will be to make examinations of 
these stock feeds, as well as mixed 
foods of all kinds which are offered 
for sale in the state. 

Where any article of food comes un- 
der the supervision and jurisdiction of 
the national pure food law, report -of 
it will be made by the’Georgia inspec- 
tors to the federal officials having 
charge of the matter. The Georgia law, 
however, applies to all articles of food 
which are manufactured and sold with- 
in the limits of the state, while: the 
national law covers cases’ of interstate 


shipments.

official action. encouraging immigra- 
tion. :

“Railroad securities should be con- 
servative. investments for the people. 
Every one knows that railway securities 
fluctuate more or less, according to the 
prosperity of the times and algo by rea- 
son of the wide speculation in such ci'- 
cles. It therefore adds an element Ol 
hazard to a rafiroad’s capital and credit 
to have its funds invested in the stocks 
of other companies, thereby endangering 
its solvency and its ability to pay Trea- 
sonable dividends upon its own capita: 
stock. It is a serous menace to the 
financial condition of the country t9 
have large railway systems fail to me.>- 
their obligations or go into the hands 
of receivers and the obgct of exploit - 
ation and administration should be to 
lessen the risks of railway investments 
Stnte Prohibitions Against Merging. 

“9 Jt is unlawful for railways to ac- 
quire control of parallel and competing 
lines. We have examined the const’- 
tutions and laws of all the states. and 
find in about forty of them prohibitions 
against consolidation of capital @t0ck o- 
franchises of competing railways, or the 
purchase and acqulrem.ny by a rati- 
way of competing lines. So long as it Is 
the policy of the general government 
and of the states to. maintaln compet*- 
tion between sompeting lines ,the owner- 
ship of any stock by one railway in 2 
competing railway should not be pe.- 
mitted. and such lines of railway shourl 
be prohibited from having any comma. 
directors or officers. 

‘3. The time has con® when some rea- 
sonable regulation should be imposei 
upon the issuance of securities by rail- 
Ways engaged in interstate commerce. 
Such railways should be prevented frou 
inflating their securities for mere'y 
speculative purposes. Railroads shout! 
be encouraged to gtxend their systems 
and develop the country. It is of the 
utmost importance a'so that railway 
securities should be safe and conserva- 
live investments for the public an3 
should yield good and ample returns for 
the money invested. Re mcxae’ reg:'- 
lation will tend to make them safer anid 
more secure investments ang thereby 
benegs not only the railway companies 
but the public.” 

The Harriman Policy. 

The report says: 

Within three years after the reorganl- 
gation of the Union Pacific railroad in 
1899, Edward H. Harriman became the 
dominating spirit in that corporation. As 
chairman of the executive committee he 
exercised powers that are well nigh ab- 
eolute. The directors have delegated 
their power ‘‘to manage and direct all 
the business affairs of the company’’ to 
an executive committee of five members, 
wh oshall act “in such manner as sucn 
committee shall deem best for the com- 
MPany’s interest in all cases in which spe- 
eific directions ghall not have been given 
by the board,” and, in turn, the chair- 
man of the executive committee is au- 
thorized to represent that body when 
it is not in session. Accordingly, we find 
*hat in 1902 Mr. Harriman was ‘‘author- 
ized to borrw such sums of money as 
tray be required fomsthe uses of this com- 
_ pany, and to ex -e in the name and 
Ow hehalf of this  Ompany a note or 
notes for the amounts so borrowed.” 
The investigation showed that in prac- 
tically all the great transactions of this 
company, Mr. Harriman, as chairmen of 
the executive committee, acted upon his 
own initiative, and his acts were subse- 
quently ratified and approved by the 
executive ' committee. It may fairly be 
said therefore that the policies and pur- 
poses of the Union Pacific have been 
those of Mr. Harriman. ‘ 

When the Union Pacific was preorgan- 
ized it owned 1|,822.59 miles of railroad, 
extending from Council Bluffs, Iowa, to 
Ogden, Utah; from Julesburg to Denver, 
from Denver to Cheyenne, from Kansas 
City to Denver (formely known as the 
Kansas Pacific), and various branches 
extending into the territory on each side 
of these main lines. Previous to reor- 
ganization, the Ogden company had con- 
trol, through stock ownership, of the 
Oregon Short Line and Utaff Northern 
railway and the Oregon Railroad and 
Navigation Company. These companies 
were also reorganized, and shortly after 
the foreclosure sale the Union Pacific 
Railroad Company acquired, by stock 
ownership, the control of these compa- 
nies, and hag since acquired substan- 
tially all their stock. The Oregon Short 
Line owne the lines of railway from 
Granger, Wyo., on the Union Pacific, to 
Huntington, Oreg., and from Salt Lake 
City to Butte, Mont. The Oregon rail- 
road and Navigation Company owns the 
lines from Huntington, Oreg., to Port- 
land, Oreg., together with a number of 
important branch lines in the states of 
Washington, Idaho and Oregon. Prior 
to the acquisition of the control of the 
Southern Pacific by the Union Pacific, 
the Oregon Railroad and Navigation 
Company also owned and operated @ 
line of steamers from Portland to San 
(Francisco and a line of steamers from 
Portiand to Japan and Chinese ports. 
The Union Pacific also owned one-half 
the stock of the Occidental and Orientat 
@teamship Company, which owned and 
operated a line of steamers plying be- 
tween San Francisco and oriental ports. 
Expansion of Union Pacific Control. 

With these properties as a nucleus and 
with the credit based on these assets,

sums out of earnings in the improve- 
ment of its property. 

As appeared by its books on Decem- 
ber 31, 1898: The cost of its road and 
equipment was $34,153,027.

About this time Mr. Edward H. Har- 
riman, Mr. Mortimer I. Schiff, Mr. 
George J. Gould and James Stillman 
formed a syndicate to buy this stock, 
and bought it for $200 a share for the 
preferred and $175 a share for the com- 
mon, making the _ total cost of the 
Shares purchased $39,042,200. 

In about seven years, to June 30, 1906, 
the outstanding indebtedness of this 
company was expanded from $33,951,407 
to $114,610,937, or an increase of about 
$80,660,000, and there was expended in 
actual improvements and additions to 
the property out of thjs capitalization 
omy about $18,000,000, leaving an in- 
crease of its stock and liabilities, with- 
out one dollar of consideration of about 
$62,660,000, or $66,190 per mile on the 
946.66 miles of road owned by the com- 
pany on June 30, 1906. 

By Way of Justification. 

By way of justification or excuse we 
are told that the methods of the finan- 
cing of railroads which jrevailed in the 
year 1900 are now obsolete, owing to a 
higher degree of conscientiousness 
among financiers, and, moreover, that 
the Chicago and Alton should not be 
regarded as an isolated instance, inas- 
much as it was dealt with muchas many 
other roads were at that period. 

The first of these statements is, we 
trust, true; the latter statement ig not 
calculated to uphold the value of Ameri- 
can railroad securities. 

The common stock of the Chicago and 
Alton railroad has since evidently been 
sold on the market for, it appears by 
the testimony of W. H. Moore and D. G. 
Reid, that the Rock Island com- 
pany owns 191,900 shares of 
common and preferred, mostly com- 
mon.

Under the contract.the stock owned 
by the Union Pacific and certain of the 
stock owned by the Rock Island—con- 
stituting a controlling interest in the 
Alton company—was deposited with the 
Central Trust Company of New York, 
as trustee, under substantially the fol- 
lowing arrangement: 

Each party agreed to deposit 103,431 
Shares of stock. The trustee was to 
vote the shares of stock at the, annual 
meeting to be held in 1905, in favor of 
the election as directors of two persgns 
to be named by Harriman and his ¥, 
sociafes and of two persons to be named 
by Moore and his associates. At the an- 
nual meeting of !906 the shares were 
to be voted in favor of one nominee 
named by Harriman and his associates 
and three nominees of Moore and his 
associates, and at each annual meeting 
thereafter for the electior of directors, 
and the trustee was to so. vote the 
stock for the election of directors of 
the railway company in each alternate 
year that the Union Pacific was to have 
amajority of the directors and the Rock 
Island company the minority, and each 
Other alternate year the Rock Island 
company was to have the majority and 
the Unton Pacific the minority, there- 
by giving th@ control of the road one 
year to the U'nion Pacific and the next 
year to the Rock Island. At the time 
of the last hearing in this matter this 
contract was still in force, but notice 
has been given to the commission that 
by agreement between the parties there 
to it has been abrogated and annulled. 
It would appear, therefore, that the 
Chicago and Alton {s now controlled 
through stock ownership by the Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific Railway Com- 
pany, which owns a line of railway from 
Chicago to Kansas City, which {is paral- 
Tel and competing with the line of the 
Chicago and Alton Railway Company 
between the same points. 

Conclusion. 

The effect of the control of the South- 
ern Pacific ‘by the Union Pacific has been 
to unify and amalgamate the manage- 
ment of these two railway companies 
and their steamship lines and to elimi- 
nate competition between them in trans- 
continenta] business and in business to 
and from oriental ports. ig 

The Union Pacific controls the San Pe- 
dro, Los Angeles and Salt Lake railroad, 
the stock of which is deposited in the 
hands of a trustee. Thig line was orig- 
inally intended as an independent road, 
extending from Salt Lake, where it con- 
nects with the Union Pacific and the 
Denver and Rio Grande, to Los Angeles 
and Sen Pedro, Cal. There is, therefore, 
no competition Hetween this line and the 
Union Pacific and Southern Pacific. It 
appears that the Union Pacific also owns 
$10,000,000 par value of the stock of 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe Rail- 
road Company and about $30,000,000 
more is owned by individuals connected 
with the Union Pacific, making $40,000,- 
000, or substantially 17 per cent of the 
entire capital stock of the Santa Fe com- 
pany. Who owns this stock, outside of 
the $10,000,000, Mr. Harriman declined 
to state. Two directors of the Union 
Pacific are also directors of the Santa 
Fe company, and there is now a divi- 
ston of the oriental tariff by the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company, between the 
Unton Pacific and the Santa Fe systems. 
It appearg that there has also been 4

\ was present at the special meeting 
of council called to consider the water 
works situation merely as an interested 
ciuizen and taxpayer. iI was added to 
the committee of council appointed to in- 
vestigate this situation, as a citizen, 
along with Judge George Hillyer and 
Anthony Murphy, on motion of Council- 
man Huddleston, a gentleman whom I 
know only by reputation, and it was done 
without any solicitation on my part. I 
agreed to serve because I had the in- 
terest of the city of Atlanta at heart 
and wanted to do all I could for my 
city. 

In the committee I made a motion 
to ask for the resignation of the super- 
intendent of the water works because 1 
thought that he was responsible for the 
deplorable condition of the water sup 
ply through his inefficiency, tnattention 
to duties and incompetency to discharge 
the duties of his office. The motion was 
not pressed because it was suggested 
that it was outside of the duties of this 
committee and it was further suggested 
that if we should ask him to resign 
that hg wouldn't do it, but would con- 
tinue to hold on to his job and draw the 
salary whether the city got vale re 
ceived or not. 

It is stated in the card “the general 
public don’t know who Shearer is.’’ The 
general public do know who Shearer 
is, and- they do know who Park Wood- 
ward is. Shearer, as everybody knows, 
is a practical machinist and engineer, 
who understands his business. Park 
Woodward is a putty-faced politician 
and a professional barbecuer who does 
not understand his business, 

I served my apprenticeship as a ma- 
chinist and engineer from 1865 to 486/ 
in Winship’s shops in the city of At- 
lanta and have served my tradg almost 
continuously simce that time, and am 
known and recognized by my trade as 
standing at the head of my profession, 
and I have drawn the best wages paid 
for my work during all these years. 1 


| have been a member of the board of ex- 


aminers of stationery engimeers for 
about twelve years and have been chair- 
man of that board for about nine years, 
and all of the engineers in the city, tn- 
cluding those on the water works de- 
partment, have been examined by this 
board except Engineer Grarfling and 
Park Wwodward. Park Woodward would 
not dare submit to an examination, be- 
cause he knows he couldn't stand it. 

I served with the city in the water 
works department as engineer wnder 
Superintendent Richards, a man who 
was an engineer and who understood 
his busimes, and if he was living today 
and had his way about it, I would gtil 
be there if I wanted the job. I was put 
out by the petty politicians, not be- 
cause of any inefficiency and incompe 
tency om my part, but because they 
wanted the job for some of their own 
favorites. 

We found that the condition of muddy 
water existed in the city of Atlanta be- 
cause the superintendent of water works 
did not understand the situation and 
didn't know how to meet the situation. 
He reduced the pressure of the pumps 
that had been run for years at |17, down 
to !10. He promised the city of At- 
ianta muddy water if they didn’t let his 
crowd spend the bond money and they 
got the muddy water. It is about the 
only promise that he ever made and 
kept that I know of. Any capable, con- 
scientious engineer could hawe i taken 
hold of this situation and @ould have 
avoided all of this muddy water that the 
city has suffered from. ‘ 

I thought when I made my motion to 
ask for his resignation that the city 
ought to have a first-class mechanika! 
and hydraulic engineer in charge of this 
department, a man capeble of handling 
all emergencies. That we have not got 
in the person of our present superintend- 
ent, and it is what the city has got to 
have before the water works ig put upon 
a practical dDasis, and it is practically 
all the city needs in order to have a 
first-class system of water works. 

Some reference is made to the recon- 
struction period. I could give some very 
interesting reading on the subject of the 
reconstruction period if I cared to, vut 
the public is not iImterested in that sub- 
ject now. What the public is interested 
in is the reconstruction of the water 
works department and that 1 want to 
see brought about as speedily as possi-

The Supreme court also said: 

The power of congress to regulate 
commerce among the states although 
plenary, cannot be deemed arbitrary, 
since it is subject to such limitations 
or restrictions ag are prescribed in 
the constitution. This power, there- 
fore, may not be exercised so as to 
infringe rights secured or protected 
by ‘that igstrument.” 

In Northern Securities case, de- 
cideq in 1904 that court gaid: 

“By the express words of the con- 
stitution, congress has power to:reg- 
ulate commerce with foreign nations 
and among the several states, and 
with the Indian tribes. In view of 
the numeroug decisions of this court, 
there ought not, at this Gay, to be 
any doubt ag to the general scope of 
such power. In some circumstances 
regulation may properly take the 
form and have the effect of prohibi- 
tion. Again and again this court has 
reaffirmed the doctrine announced in 
the great judgment rendered by Chief 
Justice Marshall for the court in Gib- 
bons v. Ogden. that the power of con- 
gress to regulate commerce among 
the states and with foreign nations is 
the power ‘to prescribe the rule by 
which commerce is to be governed;” 
that such power “is complete in itself, 
may be exercised to its utmost extent, 
and acknowledges no limitations other 
than are prescribed in the constitu- 
tion;” that “if, ag has always been 
understooGg, the sovereignty. of con- 
gress, though limited to specified ob- 
jects, is plenary as to those objects, 
the power over commerce with na- 
tions and among the several states is 
vested in congress as absolutely as it 
would be in a single government hav- 
ing tn the constitution the same Tr?- 
strictions on the exercise of the 
power as are found in the constitu- 
tion of the United States.”

The pasSage of the Covington anti- 
jug bill alone, in connection with the 
present local option law will .make 
absolutely dry every county in Geor- 
gia wherein the sale is now forbid- 
den. The Covington bill will prevent 
the shipping of liquor into such coun- 
ties from points within as well as 
points without the state, That bill 
recognizes the existence of an intra- 
state commerce, which is burdened 
exactly ag interstate commerce in the 
some commodity is burdened. That 
law has two good legs to stand upon, 
The Hardman bill will amputate one 
of these legs. With one bill enact- 
ed into law there will be one hundred 
and twenty-five perfectly dry coun- 
ties.

The passage of both bills will ef- 
fectually prohibit intrastate traffic, 
in liquor, but will simultaneously 
open the door of every county to in- 
terstate traffic therein, because of the 
presence of a practical discrimination 
against interstate commerce, which is 
contrary to freedom of commerce be- 
tween the states for the purpose of 
establishing and preserving which 
the power to regulate interstate com- 
merce. was given to congress. Neither 
congress nor the states Can destroy 
that for the freedom of which both 
are pledged, namely, intrstat com- 
merce, 

If the legal argument herein pre- 
sented in souna (and the question of 
its soundness is submitted to the en- 
tire bar of Georgia), then the situa- 
tion is this: Pass the Covington bill 
and the dry counties in Georgia will 
be dry. Pass the Covington ana the 
Hardman bills and other states can 
ship liquor into every county in 
Georgia. Pase the Covington bill 
and there will be one hundred and 
twenty-five dry counties in which the 
sale will be absolutely prohibited and 
twenty others, in which the people 
can order an election under the pres- 
ent local option law. Pass both, and 
the state will be furnished interstate 
and untaxed liquor until when? Until 
congress destroys interstate come 
meree in liquor? The gravest ques- 
tion at this time before the Ameri- 
can people, one upon which hangs 
the autonomy of the states, is the 
question as to whether congress can 
destroy that which congress was 
mainly establishea to preserve.

WHISKY MAN IS ARRESTED 


However, Upon a Hearing Solomons 
Was Discharged—Attorney Gen- 
eral Says He Will Run All 
Whisky Drummers Oat 
of South Carolina. 


Columbia, S. C., July 13.—(Special.)— 
The arrest of H. L. Solomons, a whis- 
ky drummer of this city, on the charge 
of attempting to ‘‘push” his goods be- 
fore the Beaufort county board of con- 
trol, in violation of the anti-graft sec- 
tion of the Carey-Cothran liquor law, 
which supplanted the state dispensary 
in February last, marks the beginning 
of the first prosecution under the new 
law. 

Solomons was taken to Beaufort and 
given a preliminary hearing before 
Megistrate White, which lasted for five 
hours, being conducted on the part of 
the state by Attorney General Lyon. 
after hearing the evidence iu the case, 
Megistrate White decided that it was 
insufficient to warrant his holding 
Soiomons for the higher court and he 
was therefore discharged. 

The second arrest was that of W. H. 
Stalworth, a well-known citizen of 
Greenwood county, which was made in 
the city of Greenwood yesterday. Stal- 
worth is also charged with having «at- 
tempted to bribe the Beaufort county 
board. 

Upon the advice of his attorneys, 
Stallworth waived a preliminary hear- 
ing and demanded bail, which was 
given in the sum of $500. For some

First Stage—A preliminary two days’ 
contest at 800, 900 and 1,000 yards, 
will be held on the range at Camp 
Perry, Ohio, on August !6 and !7. To 
the scores made in this competition 
will be added those of the second 
stage, as follows: 

Second Stage—The 800 and !,000-yard 
scores in the president’s match, the 
total scores in the. Wimbledon 
match and Leech cup match, al] being 
matches of the National Rifle Associa- 
tion, which will be shot during the 
week of August !I9 to 24, at the Camp 
Perry range. 

The highest total aggregates of both 
stages will be considered as a basis 
of selecting nine members of the team; 
the othe: three members will be se- 
lected by the executive committee. The 
selections for the team will be made 
the evening of August 24, and the team 
so selected will be kept together at 
Camp Perry as a team during all the 
following week, as far as practicable. 

Must Have Record. 

A man to be eligible to compete for 
a place or the team must present from 
his adjutent general, or competent au- 
thority, a statement that he has, during 
the present year, attained a record in 
practice or competition, of 95 per cent 
at 800 yards, 90 per cent at 900 yards 
and 85 per cent at 1,000 yards, in a 
string of ten consecutive shots. The 
purpose of this is to prevent men who 
have little or no chance of making the 
team fron: taking part in the try-out. 

Competitors to use their own rifles 
and ammunition in these trials. The 
state of Ohio will look after those 
competitors desiring to shoot in the 
preliminary test, who report at Camp 
Perry. * 

The captain of the team to represent 
the United States will be Lieutenant 
Colone] N. B. Thurston, of New York, 
for many years ¢aptain of the New 
York team. The eight men to shoot in 


the match will be selected by the team ' 


captain after a try-out on the Canadian 
range. 


The funds necessary te pay the ex- 


'penses of the. team will be raised by 


public subscription, and any help in 
that direction will be appreciated. The 
names of those expert riflemen who 
desire to enter the above competition 
should be forwarded to this office as 
soon as rossible. 

History of Palma Trophy. 

As previously annownced in the col- 
umns of Arms and the Man, a match, 
open to military riflemen of the world, 
will be shot for the historic Palma 
trophy at the Rockcliffe range, near 
Ottawa, .Canada, on September 7, of 
this year. Teams trom Engtand, Cana- 
da, and the United States have al- 
ready enterea, and there may be en- 
tries from other countries. 

The match is attracting so much at- 
tention that some account of the cele- 
brated trophy, and the contests which 
have been waged for it will doubtless 
be of interest at this time. 

The Palma trophy was a creation of 
Centennial year, 1876. The sum of 
$1,500 was raised by public subscrip- 
tion for its purchase. Invitations to 
compete in a rifie match were sent 
to all the principal countries of the 
world. The original conditions yere: 
Teams of eight men, from any country, 
armed with any rifie, to shoot at 800 
990 and 1,000 yards, thirty shots at 
each range, the’ contest to continue 
over two days. .,

No challenge having come in, the 
American team shot alone for the trophy 
at Creedmoor in 1878. The score was 
3.236, with !7eshots to fire. The next 
year no challenges were presented to the 
United States, nor the next, s0 tnterest 
waned and the trophy was almost for- 
gotten. It was turned over to the 
Unitea States government for safekeep- 
ing, and it reposed for some time in 
the collection of war relics tn the mu- 
seum of the military service, at Gover- 
nor’s Island, New York.

BETTER TEAM FOR AMERICA 
AT FIFTH OLYMPIC GAMES 


Time Selected for Next Meet Will Give Best Col- 
lege Athletes in Country Opportunity to Par- 
ticipate—Hammer Throw Added. 


OVERS of amataur track and fie 
I. athletics may well congratulate 
themselves over the treat in store 
for those of their number who are fort). 
nate enough to take a tpip to England 
in July, 1908, to witness the fifth re- 
newal of the ancient Olympic games. 
From the wise plans which have been 
made for this meet, and from what Wwe 
know of. England's ability to manage 
such, the, conclusion may be accept2a 
that this will be the greatest meet of its 
kind in the world’s history. It will 9 
the first of these meets, with the excer- 
tion of that in St. Louis in 1904, that 
has been properly managed. 

But the principal factors in making 
this a great meet will be the method of 
selecting the teams to represent the dif- 
ferent countries and the fact that the 
very best from all sections will strive 
for honars in the London arena. In no: 
one of the four preVious meetings have 
the picked men from all countries mrt. 
At the first renewal in Athens in 1896 
the United States sent a smal) team, 
which, in the absence of a reprasenta- 
tive team from England, had no trouve 
in romping away with the championshio, 
This country hag a much better team a‘ 
the Olympic games during the world’s 
fair in 1900 ,and virtually swept the 
field. Here again England was some- 
what poorly represented, but the whoi>- 
sale victories .of the American athletes 
at the English championships the montn 
previous probably had something to d» 
with the absence of the Britons. Ane 
‘same conditions prevailed a; St. Louis 
in 1904, and Athens in 1906. 

The American athletes have won the 
lion’s share of the honors in all fou- 
meets. Every time American writere 
have reminded England of thig the Brit- 
ons have -retorted that they were not 
represented with theis strongest tea’. 
For this reason the -.athletes from th'‘s 
side have been much pleased tha; Eng- 
ijiand was given the sanction for conduct 
ing the 1908 meet. Now England must 
have on hand her very strongest tear, 
land ay this country will be better repre- 
isnted than ever, there will be a test b:- 


; tween the athletes of. the two ocunt, ez 
‘from which there can be no escape on 
‘the part.of England. If the Unit+} 
| States repeats its former victories Joha 
Bull must take off his hat to Uncle San: 

The latest deliberations of the commit- 
tee in charge of the games mean that 
all our universities which have been 
planning to send iIndividuaj  teumns 
abroad will be disappointed.

| hold a dual meet with Oxford ang Cam- 
| bridge previous to the Olympic games, 
and then to énter their teams in the 
Olympic meet. 

The method of selecting the American 
team changes al! this. The American 
_committeé has not announced its com- 
plete plans as yet, bux from what 
has dnnounced we know that the Amer- 
ican team is to be picked only after an 
exhaustive series of elimination tests.

Another door out of the bedroom leads 
into another ante-room furnished with 
lounges and chairs ranged round the 
walls. It ts a very large room and mir- 


rors line one wall. It Is the waiting 
room for the ladies, maids of honor | 
and others in attendance at the mo- 
ment on the queen. 

The door from this room leads into a | 
wide corridor known as ‘the queen's | 
corridor.’’

No Improvement. 


“Can any shipper, consignee, or busi!- 
ness organization in the United States 
show any permanent improvement or 
benefits to himself, his company, or his 
community as a result of this rare ex- 
hibition of conservatism and patience, 
in dealing leniently with the railroads? 
Why, then, should we, who, beyond quesa- 
tion, are reasoning human beings, and 
can, and de, judge the future by the 
past, continue, indefinitely, a 
which long years of experience have 
proved, conclusively results only in a 
crop of illusive replies, and equally fu- 
tile and broken promises of relief from 
an injustice which we would not en- 
dure in business for a day from our best 
friend or from any man or set of men 
on earth except from the railroads of 
the United States. . 

‘(Has it ever occurred to this body to 
ask the question, What amount, in dol- 
lars ‘and cents, is carried by the rail- 
roads of this country? The cénsus de- 
partmemt states that the railroads han- 
die annually $20,000,000,000, possibly a 
shade more, or a-shade less. The sta- 
tistics of the interstate commerce com- 
miseion already show that the average 
freight car movement in- the United 
States is twenty-three miles per day. 
‘On th ebasis of the leo westimate that 
every freight train should move ten 
miles an. hour, this indjcates that for 
every day that a freight car ts in mo- 
tion, it .is nine days idle.’ Now, 
gentlemen, whet is the conseqnence? 
Nine days’ interest upon $20,000,- 
000.000 at six per cent per annum 
amounts to the enormous sum of be- 
tween $20,000,000 and $30,000,000. This 
amount is a total loss to the mercan- 
tile community of this country. And 
vet. when the people rise and enter pro- 
test against such an injustice, we are 
told that ‘We may well give thought to 
what will devthe ultimate effect upon 
thetr individual business undertakings of 
policies, ‘the tendency of which is to 
crinule the. carriers and lessen their 
abilitv'to provide service,’ and we are 
asked, ‘Is antagonism. to railways to 
be carried to the pofnt that will de- 
strov the pronerties. or only to. the 
point that will cripple them”.

Reciprocal. Demurrage. 


“President Finley tells us that 

opposed to so-called ‘reciprocal in Pg 
rage laws,’ .and states that ‘cemurrage 
is a charge in.the nature of rental: for 
the use, by a shipper, as a warehouse 
of propertv that does not belone to 
him, and that is diverted from its true 
use 3s a vehicle as long as he holds it:” 
and that ‘a charge imposed on a rail- 
way for failure to Supply a car is a 
penalty and can be properly tmposed 
onty when the road {s able to supply 
the car and wilfully neglects to do so’ 

‘With regard to the first statement. 
the mercantile and manufacturing world 
are in perfect accord with him. If any 
party uses a car for storage it is but 
right that he should pay demurrage: 
and possibly the most effective remedy 
therefor would be to raise the per diem 
charge from $! to.$5. But in the state. 
ment that ‘reciprocal demurrage is a 
misnomer,’ I cannot agree. 

“Based upon past experience, how is the 
mercantile world to know whether the 
failure to suvply carg fs willfu] neglect 
or not? During the past wints«- the 
Great Northern road _ fafled to supply 
ears in which to carrv coal and mer- 
chandise through the Dakotas. An ir- 
vestigation showed that instead of using 
the cars for creryine coal and merchan- 
rise they were Aiverted to hanl ore from 
the Lake Superior mines. Let the rai!- 
road magnatee state to the public who 
were the principal stockholders in those 
mines, and the public will then he able 
to get at the facts in the case, and know 
whether the parties ordering cars to rhio 
coal to the Dakotas would de entitled to 
reciprocal demurrage when they ordered 
the cees. and could not get them. 

“Only a few weeks since, the Richmond 
grain exchange complained tha; they 
conld net get hay. as all the cars wer? 
being used In the shipment of wheat. 
The rate on wheat being higher than on 
hay, it {s not a coincidence, to say the 
least .that the railroads were able to 
furnish cars only for the commodity 
takine the higher rate? Were the par- 
ties who. ordered. cars in which to ship 
hav not entitled to demurrage? 

“The auestion as to the right of states 
least, thay the railroads were able to 
impose demurrage laws is one that wi'l 
of necessity have to be decided by the 
United States supreme court. * * ®

Rubber as a World Crop. 


(William M. [vine in The Americas 
Monthly Review of Reviews.) 


The production of rubber is peculiar ig 
this, that it cannot«#be compared with 
any of the great agricultural crops—cot- 
ton, wheat, corn or rice. If in any year 
the price of these advances materially 
an invitation to larger 
with a succeeding larger crop 
and the consequent reestablishment of 
the balance of price. As the consuming 
demand increases the planting increases, 
In other words, the supply is deter- 
mined by demand, the supply itseif. is 
subfect to control in that it may be al- 
most indefinitely increased according to 
the opportunity of profit which the situ- 
ation may offer. Such, however, is not 
the case with the rubber crop. First 
of all, cultivated rubber as yet plays no 
real part in the world’s markets, not 
more than 100 tons having yet come tnto 
consumption in any one year. Now, 
as to the uncultivated plants, the great 
trees and vines which yield the bulk of 
the product are not available until they 
are at least 15 years of age, and then 
in the case of the Hevea may yield for 
twenty years. In taking the latex from 
the Castilloaa, however, as well as from 
the Landolphia, the custom has been to 
kill the plant. It will be readily seen, 
therefore, that the industry of the rub- 
ber gatherer is still of the crudest and 
most primitive kind. It might be com- 
pared with that of the nuckleberry, pick- 
er here. The resuit is that the crop can- 
not be varied from a large crop to a4 
smal] crop in any year, as in the case of 
wheat and cotton. The problem is not 
one of cultivation, but one almost ex- 
clusively of labor on the one hand, and 
of pushing farther andefarther into the 
forests on the other.

It is necessary to get at the 
meaning of the poem or drama—the 
full intention of the composer must be 
understood and assimilated, then one’s 
own point of view and adjustment and 
desire to fulfill these intentions and 
ideas of the one who created the work 
must be reckoned with: and all con- 
sciousness of any of these efforts must 
pass, so that your performance is pre- 
sented to the public with such con- 
viction that you create understanding 
of what you do, and, if possible, in- 
terest and sympathy for composer, 
dramatist and self in the mina mt LOSE 
to whom you make your appeal. I re- 
call whac Ellen Terry once said of an 
actor in Mr. Irving's company, and 
who had gained much favor because of 
his picturesque appearance and pleas- 
ing voice and manner, “But,” she said, 
“that does not make an actor. He reads 
his lines (Shakespeare) as if he did not 
understand them himself. and ] don’t 
belileve he does.” Sarasate, the great 
Violinist, too, once said: “It does not 
make much difference what you do for 
an audience, it is the way you do it 
that people respect. If you are serious 
and earnest, and show intelligence and 
can convince your audience that van 
understand what vou are doing, and 
that it is worth doing, that audience 
Will admire you even if it does not 
like whni you do. This is likewise 
borne out by what Saint-Saens has 
written of ‘Salome,’ which he saw in 
3erlin, ard which did not impress him 
exactly as it did Faure and men of 
the modern school, and vet he admired 
Strauss. I managed to see Dr. Rich- 
ard Strauss’ famous ‘Salome.’ Paris 
will soon have an opportunity of mak- 
ing acquaintance with this poem of 
hysterics, which is supported by a most 
extraordinary orchestra. This orches- 
tra quivers, yelps, howls, breaks out, 
thunders, calms down, works itself isto 
& passion, coughs, sneezes at 
one moment it sounds like a slish-slash 
noise of silk being torn, at another 
like the smashing of a pane of glass, 
or is it the wind howling or wood 
creaking? Then it resembles a peace- 
fully flowing stream which finally 
hastens its course, falling over a 
precipice with a noise like thunder.

We 
came to anchor in the Karbor this morn- 
ing, and were brought to the snore by 
boatmen as fierce looking as the pirates 
fought here against our American 


sailors !00 years ago. 

It was in the harbor of )Tripoli that 
Inele Sam had his first great naval en- 
after the conclusion of the 
war which made him independent of 
Great Britain. This town was tnen @ 
great piratical stronghold. It levied its 
tribute on all the ships of the Mediter- 
ranean, and its soldiers not infrequently 
captured Christians and either held them 
for ransom or kept them in slavery. 
They had committed outrages upon our 
shipping during the last days of John 
Adams’ presidency. and it was in 180! 
that we formally declared war and sent 
Commodore Decatur across. the Atiantic 
and over the Mediterranean to punish 
the pirates. Decatur recaptured and 
burnt the American frigate Philadelphia 
in the harbor here in February, 1804, 
and we then taught these semi-savages 
that, although they might take tnetr toll 
from the nations of Emrope, our own 
little republic across the Atlan™s must 
be left alone. 

It Belongs to the Sultan. 

This land of Barbary now belongs to 
the Sultan of Turkey. It has a governor 
general appointed by him, ang tnere is 
@n army of 10,000 soldiers tn tne Sar- 
racks on the edge of the city which he 
has sent to keep order. The country is 
so large that the army can police little 
more than Tripoll itself, and the result 
is that every man who goes in'o 
desert carries a gun with him, and that 
all the caravans must have thelr armed 
escorts. Nearly every one who cotres [in 
from the interior has a gun strapped to 
his back. During a journey which I 
have made to one of the oases, I met 
many men so armed and I am told that 
the couniry is everywhere unsafe. - 

Tripoli is for the most part nothing 
but sand, It is as long as from New 
York to Detroit, and it contains alto- 
gether an area ten times that of the 
state of Ohio. The only cultivated por- 
tions are a narrow strip of land along 
the Mediterranean sea and the oases, 
which are found scattered here and 
there through the Desert of Libya. The 
population is scanty.

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Water Came!s. 

One of the most interesting features 
of Tripoli is connected with its water 
supply. This town of 60,000 has no wa- 
ter mains or sewers. There are no hy- 
drants, and the water used comes en- 
tirely from wells in or near the city. 
Some of it is carried in goat skins on 
the backs of men, some of it in clay 
jars on the heads of women and a great 
deal in barrels on the humps of camels. 
The camels kneel down bv the wells 
while the barrels are filled. Each camel 
carries two barrels at a load. one on 
each sode f its hump, and on the horn 
of the saddle is hung the measuring 
tub. turned upside down. The water is 
sold at so much per tub, and the camel 
Owner has. his regular to 
whom he furnishes their daily supply.

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savings banks, turning their earnings 
into the gold and silver worn by their 
Gaughters and wives. Many of the ar- 
ticles are of great weight. Some of the 
earrings are as large around as one’s 
Waist, and a silver brooch of common 
wear is the size of a tea plate, fastened 
On by a prong, hinged to its back. 
Among the Shoemakers. 

In the bazar of the shoemakers I saw 
scores of cobbiers at work upon slippers. 
The American shoe is practically un- 
known in Mohammedan countries, ana 
the Arab gets along without shoe strings 
Or shoe buttons. Both women and men 
wear slippers, and they are always ot 
the brightest,.of colors, the favorite ‘or 
men’s wear being a lemon yellow. 
man usually bends down the pack of 
the heel and wears it under his foot. 
The women use only red slippers and the 
richer ones often have slippers of vel- 
vet embroidered with gold. All foot- 
wear is made by hand; and the shoe- 
makers hammer is a round paper 
weight affair shaped somewhat like an 
old-fashioned glass ink bottle.

Composition of Party.

They are all trained farmers 
and expert truckers.

About the Superintendent. 


The groom who bronugni nis bride with 
the first part was sent down by Finister 
as his superintendent, ang as _ inter- 
preter for those who have not been 
able to master the tongue in use here at 
Ogeechee. Ludwig Lacher is a young, 
athletic German whose brogue is a part 
of himself. He has been with Mr. Finis- 
ter a long time, and was of great ser- 
vice with the Ralph Peters colony and 
with the one  logated on the Herman 
lands. A mule off he shows his nation- 
ality while Mrs. Lacher is as distinct- 
ively and pronouncedly Irish both in ap 
pearance and in speech as he is German. 
Arriving at the home of H. L. Harris— 
Mr. Harris is superintendent of the Ogee- 
chee plantation, Lacher was shown over 
the land, anq the section from which he 
was to select his tract was indicated. 

He was to have forty acres for a one- 
horse farm, and, iike others, he chose a 
piece carrying twenty acres of cleared 
land and twenty in timber. Lacher 
piloted his companion, the head of the 
family of ten, over the sand, and within 
a short time the second tract of land 
was selected and set aside for Allouis 
Angiey, that being his name. With Ang- 
iey were his wife, a son with a wife, a 
daughter with a husband, five boys rang- 
ing in age from nine years to twenty 
years, and a girl three years of age. 

' The elder Anmgley selected 80 acres 
for himself, while his son who writes 
his name just as does his father, was 
given 40 acres, as was the son-in-law, 
W. A. Tyron. On the plat selected by 
the elder Angley there was an _ old 
plantation house which had _ been 
used for years as a storage house for 
hay and into this the elder Angley, 
his son-in-law, with his wife and son 
moved, making twelve in the heuse. 
The old building was cleansea fj or- 
oughly and white-washed. In the ab- 
sence of suits of furniture one end of 
the house was given up to. bunks, 
which were built against the walls. 
Quilts were stretched between the 
bunks, giving a degree of privacy to 
each section. The other room ras 
converted into a kitchen and a dining 
room. 

Gettin~ Ready for Work. 

As the family was locating, the elder 
Angley, his son and his son-in-law, 
were taken to the superintendent's 
home, where the elder Angley selected 
from the well-filled barn yard two 
mules, His choice was given free rein 
ang he got just what he wanted. The 
son and the son-in-law sele *ed a mule 
each, both having taken . ee -horse 
farm. while the old man wa looking 
to a two-horse farm. Then a wagon 
was selected by each and harness were 
added. Plows, harrows and other 
farming implements were loaded into 
the wagons, and along with these were 
provisions for the family for two 
weeks. ‘Twas late in the season for 
anything except potatoes, late corn, 
tomatoes and some gardening, but al- 
most before the women folks had ar- 
ranged the house the men were plant- 
ing potatoes, breaking ground ana put- 
ting in corn for a late crop. The seed 
needed. as well as the fertilizer, was 
furnished by Superintendent Harris 
from the barns and the storage houses 
at the plantation headquarters. 

And as the Angleys so located, those 
who came after them. With a single 
exception they were all at work when 
my tour of observation was made and 
with thr exceptidns every one ex- 
pressed himself thoroughly pleased and 
as entirely satisfied. The Angleys 
were fitst visited.

“Lacher offered to have the house

ter trade, we preferred doing our own 
building. Then we'll get just what 
we want. One of the lads is a pretty 
good blacksmith, too. At first it was 
lonesome and for a time we didn’t 
Whistle and sing all day—just listen 
to them women won't you? But we 
kept right on at work and soon forgot 
to be lonesome. Now we have our late 
corn in and our potatoes are doing 
nicely, I have fargned all my life and 
I think I know grouna when I see it. 
Unless I’m badly mistaken, that patch 
over there will produce three hundred 
bushels of potatoes to the acre,.while 
we'll get enough corn out of that field 
to feed our mules all winter. Now 
we are satisfied and could not ask for 
more than has been given us.” 

Just then a hen sprang from a big 
dry goods box and with that cackle 
that tells of the freshly laid egg 
hopped away. Out of the house ran 
young Angley’s wife, singing as she 
came. Darting into the box she held 
up an egg with an air of happy owner- 
ship and callea the attention of the 
party to it.

Won't 
that be great, dad?’ 

It developed that there were two or 
three hens on the place and that more 
were being expected, There was a 
cow, too, and the brfght tin buckets. 
cups and clean clothes hanging against 
the sioe of the house bore testimony 
to the cleanliness of the milkmaid. 
Every member of the family was in ex- 
cellent humor. A kite, some six feet 
tall, leaning against the house indi- 
cated that there was some play at the 
Angley house, as well as work. One 
of the lads, George, 17 years of age, 
brought out for inspection a half dozen 
oil paintings, his creation at odd min- 
utes. It was by no means finished 
work, but a trend towards the brush 
was eaSily apparent. Quite a contrast 
was the orderly condition of matter 
about the Angley home when the place 
of a long-time negro cropper a quar- 
ter of a mile away was inspected. On 
the negro’s place the plow was stand- 
ing in the furrow, while the harness 
was out in the yard under a tree. 

At the Engley home there were A. 
Angley, Sr... ana wife, A. Angley, Jr. 
and wife, Charles Angley, aged 20 
years, Edward Angley, aged. 17 years, 
George Angley, aged !5 years, William 
Angley, aged !3 years, Albert Angley, 
aged 9 years, and Margaret Angley, 
aged 3 years. 

Tryon, the son-in-law, was not at the 
Angley home, he having left that place 
with his wife for the home of J. C. 
Lyon. 


An Interesting Gathering. 


Two mileS south of the plantation 
headquarters—the Angley home was 2 
miles east—was found one of the most 
interesting groups in the colony. It 
was a gathering in which there was 
nothing but happiness and content- 
ment. It was for work that gathering 
came to the field, and as they worked 
they chatted, laughed and sang. With- 
out a house nearer than plantation 
headquarters, they braved the heat of 
the sun and laughed at the showers 
that might overtake them. The group 
was composed of two married men and 
one single man. There were four chil- 
dren, the oldest about 4 years and the 
youngest a babe of 7 months. Only 
one of ihe party, a wife, could under- 
stand a word of English. The three 
have taken tracts of land adjoining. 
On one tract a barn is now being built, 


'ded upon her arrival. 


Hunyady has an inteiligent, sweet 
face, always wreathed in smiles. She 
doesn’t understand a word of English, 
and doesn’t seem to care whether she 
ever learns it or not. She can under- 
stand that 7-months-old baby, and that 
is certain. If any one doubts it, all 
doubt will be removed by watching her 
at work with her hoe, c..e eye on the 
ground with the other on the tree un- 
der which the child sleeps. A whimper 
from that kid and she starts for the 
tree, and then that lullaby is just as 
sweet in Dutch as it is in any other 
old tongue. The immigrants work with 
rapidity, and are as clean in their 
work as they are at home. Approached 
by one with questions, they do not 
stop to talk like the negro, who seems 
happy for the short respite. They 
work on and .talk at the same time. 
A blade of grass near a growing po- 
tato or a corn hill is cut out and 
tossed to one side. That they are 
economical was shown when § Staff 
Photographer Nelson put his foot upon 
a hill of potatoes. Mrs. Stosny was 
looking at him. As the photographer's 
No. 10 mashed down the plant she 
rushed up to it and, lifting it from 
the ground, built the dirt around it 
again.

Since the organisation it has dealt 
with almost every question 
the cotton ‘trade, and the resuits’ accom- 
plished have been littie short of mar- 
yvelous. For the first time in tne history 
of the organization representatives of 

American cotton producers were invited

were received with the greatest cor- 
diality at the hands of the congress. The 
president of the congress, C. W. Macara, 
of Manchesier, is a broad-minded man, 
and understands well all the proplems 
connected with the cotton trade, and is 
doing ail! in his power to promote a 
friendly relationship between producers 
and spinners. He fully realizes that the 
one depends upon the other, and that 
#!| stvould cooperate in order to eliminate 
the imany abuses that have crepr fn. 

We were cordially invited to attend 
the meetings of committee having 
in 
ef cotton producers, and many vital 
questions were discussed in these mee!- 
ings, among which was the C.1.F. and 
6 per cent contract. Nearly all export 
sotton is sold under the terms oy this 
contract at the present time, and results 
in an enormous loss to the cotton grow- 
@is, and, at the same time, the spinners 
@re harassed by its provisions, and do 
not gain what is lost by the producers. 
; American Cotton Badly Handled. 

in Liverpool, Bremen, and other places 
% saw American cotton in warehouses, 
or being. hauled along the streets that 
could scarcely be recognized as vales of 
ootton, except upon a careful Inspection, 
so covered up were they by ola sacks 
and refuse matter to bring tne tare up 
to 6 per cent of the gross weilgnt. We 
Succeeded in getting the spinners’ to 
@gree to a maximum tare of 22 pounds, 
instead of a peréentage basis, and to 
@ive the producer the benent if a less 
@mount of tare is put on the cotton. 
This, in my opinion, is a very rmportant 
move, for, there. is no doubt, a serious 
leakage in the cotton business as at pres- 
@nt conducted. ; 

All of our cotton that goes abroad is 
gold at net weight, that is to say, a 
certain arbitrary percentage is deducted 
to cover the weight of the bagging and 
ties, for the spinner only wants to pay 
for the actual cotton, and not for bag- 
ging and ties, which are worthless to 
him. . This is alright, provided we get 
paid, for the actual number of pounds 
in each bale, as the price ts more when 
bought at net weight than at gross 
weight; but abuses have crept rnto the 
business, until under existrng conditions

Gin Compression. 

Amother question of -yital importance 
to southern farmers is that of baling 
cotten. <A resolution wag adopted at 1~® 
congress favoring gi. compression. 
There are mamy opposing interest’ 
bound up in the subject of better baling, 
etc., and it will probably take some time 
to affect any great improvement upon 
present methods and machinery. In 
matters «commercial, self-interest is 
usually a strong motive power in help- 
ing on reforms, so that as it is to the 
interest of all cotton producers to s¢€6 
that economy is applied in the paling and 
marketing of cotton, I believe that this 
reform can be brought about, and that, 
too, without much sacrifice. 

The consumption of a commodity 
which is used by millions of the poorest 
people of the world, is largely affected 
by its cost, therefore if cotton in an 
improved bale put up at the gin, can be 
as efficiently and satisfactorily trans- 
ported from producer to consumer at 
icss cost in canvas and bands as cover- 
ing, less cost in labor, incidental to 
rail and steamship carriage with the 
use of fewer freight cars and locomo- 
tives, and with a cansequent reduction 
in cost of haulage this saving will go 
into the pockets of cotton growers, as 
it is a well-known fact that the entire 
cost of getting cotton from producer to 
spinner comes out of the pockets of the 
producer. 

The compressing of cotton at the 
initial point will greatly augment a di- 
rect relationship between producer and 
spinner in that it wil] do away with the 
delays at compresses and enable us to 
ship our cotton from warehouse to 
spinner on through: bills of lading and 
give much better satisfaction than un- 
der the present system. 

Gin compression will’ enable the farm- 
ers to store a great deal more cotton 
in their warehouses than at present, or 
in other words, we will increase the ca- 
pacity of our warehouses about two- 
thirds by decreasing the’ size of the 
bale. There are several presses, both 
round and square bales, being manu- 
factured and put on the market fer 
compressing of cotton at the gin and 
the installation of these presses should 
be encouraged by all who are interest- 
ed in the cotton industry. 

The spinners With whom I came in 
contact at the convention had no hesi- 
tancy in saying that they believe that 


'a great deal had been accomplished by 


the producers of cotton through organi- 
zation. So well and compactly are the 
spinners organized that they have seen 
the power and effect of organization. 
They met the Sully situation in 1904 
and guccessfully protected their in- 
terest sand today they have it in their 
power to say to the members of their 
association whether their mills shal] run 
on full time or on short time. Thus when 


‘ trade conditions are not good and there 


is danger of the output exceeding the 
demand they have it in their power 
to limit the output by running short 
time and thus prevent an overproduc- 
tion of manufactured goods.

Some Interesting Facts About the ‘Great Seal” 
and Some Questions That May Never 
Be Answered. 


Editor Constitution: Permit me _ té 
have a few words about the great seai 
of the confederate states or America. 
‘We have recently noticed tne. general 
newspaper discussion about the story of 
James H. Jgnes, alleged to nave been 
the negro servant of President Jeffer- 
son Davis, of his having hidden the 
“great geal,’ and of his having been 
instructed to do so by Mr. Davis. Also 
the story of how James H. Jones was 
offered fifteen thousand dollars by Gen- 
eral] A. J. West, and otners, to induce 
Jones to discldse his allegea secret as 
to the place where the seai was hid- 
den. I have just had an interview with 
General A. J, West, and he tells me 
that he did not know anything at all 
about any such occurrence at Richmond, 
and that he never heard of it till after 
his return, home, and saw the matter al- 
juded to in the newspapers; so it seems 
that the whole affair was a ridiculous 


‘fabrication printed in The New York 


Tribune. Of course nobody with any 
fair degree of intelligence and good sense 
would believe that such a man as Presi- 
dent Davis would have entrusted the 
“great seal’’.to any negro, however re- 
liable such a negro mignt nave been, 
when there were so many honest white 
men as officials and patriots of the con- 
federate government. 

In the Sunday, June 23, Issue of The

Savannah Morning News, Colonel: J. H. 
Estill’s paper, there appears a letter 
from Major Sidney Herbert, tn which he 
discussed the alleged story of Jones, as 
published in The New York Tribune, and 
forcibly declares that the whore mat- 
ter as related of Jones in The Tribune 
was a great piece of fiction, or as the 
major avers, three Hies in tnree lines. 
The matter seems to be avout as Ma- 
jor Herbert says of it. Any Intelligent 
and well sted person may discern the 
fiction in the Jones’ story avout the 
great seal, and perhaps the published 
story of The Tribune did not mislead 
very many of our well informea south- 
ern people, though The Tribune man 
might not have known any be:‘ter. But 
still we may never know what became 
of the confederate “great seal.” 

The query may well be maae: 
the new ‘great seal’ ever arrive In Rich- 
mond, and was it in fact ever actually 
delivered to the secretary of state, Hon, 
Judah P. Benjamin, who at that time, 
1864, was the proper official to have 
and to keep the great seal, or was it 
really ever delivered to Mr. Davis, the 
president?’’ Major Herbert argues in a 
way which seems to jndicate and to as- 
sume that the seal was sent in a pack- 
age by the hand of Lieutenant Robert 
T. Chapman, by direction or Commis- 
sioner Mason, from Woneon. Major 
Herbert also makes this statement, to- 
wit: ‘As to the cost of the seal, it is 
difficult to determine the exact amount. 
Foley was a famous sculptor, whose 
wérk commanded fancy prices, while 
Joseph ‘S: Wyon was the chief engraver 
of her majesty’s seals, and tnerefore a 
high-priced artist. I shoula say that 
the seal] and the material for Its future 
use cost nearly $5,000.,”’ 

The exact cost of the sear can be 
easily known by the reading or letters 
from Mr. Mason to Secretary J. P. Ben- 
jamin, In a letter dated, ‘London, Sep- 
tember 25, 1863,’’ at the close of it, he 
says: “The preparations of tne devices 
for the seal I have alreaay piaced in

most eminent sculptor in Engtana, 
will take care that it is properiy 
tended to.” 

In the next year, !n anotner letter, 
date@d ‘‘Paris, Apri] 12, 1!864,"" Mr. Ma- 
son wrote to Mr. Benjamin, the secre- 
tary of state, as follows: 

‘Before I left London I called on Mr. 
Wryon, the artist employed to make the 
confederate seal referred to in my No. 4, 
and pald him forty guineas, one-half 
the cost of the seal, in aa@vance, and 
arranged that when it was ready: it 
should be carefully packed, wrth the 
press, In a box lined with tin, and put 
in charge of Mr. Holtze until it could 
be sent over. He promised that it 
should be ready by the middle of May.” 

So there now you have the statement 
of Mr. Mason as to the cost of the seal. 
Forty guineas as half cost, paid in ad- 
vance, then eighty guineas as the total, 
and you tave it. A guinea in Pnglish 
money was a gold coin of the realm, 
which was formerly minted as a current 
coin, but it was discontinued about the 
year 1817. The value of a guinea was 
$5 in United States money, so eighty 
guineas would be $400 as the cost of the 
confederate seal. It is hardly probabie 
that the press and other materials, rib- 
bons, wax, etc., would cost so mich as, 


secms ‘that Major Herbert must. be a 
little too high in his estimate or guess 
of $5,000 for “the seal and the mate- 
ria] for its future use.” 

I agree with Major Herbert that the 
whole story of James H. Jones is ‘too 
fishy to accept.”” 1 doubt if Jim Jones, 
the negro, or Mr. Davis, or Mr. Benja- 
min, either, ever had in hand or ever 
saw, the confederate seal. 


he had arranged with Mr. Wyon, the 
artist, for the cost, and for the ship- 
ment, to “be carefully packed, with the 
press, in a box lined with tin, ang put 
in charge of Mr. Hotze until it could be 
sent over.’’ This arrangement was made 
before Mr. Mason left London to go to 
Paris. He remained in Paris a short 
time, and then returned to London, and 
these movemenis of Commissioner 
Mason were seemingly contrary to, and 
and without, orders or authority from 
Mr. Benjamin, as he apologized for it in 
a letter of July, 1864, and was glad to 
find that an order had already been is- 
sued giving him a larger scope of dis- 
cretion about his personal movements. 
It does not appear, howecer, that the 
seal was ever put in charge of Mr. 
Hotze, who was the duly appointed ana 
commissioned “commercial agent’ of the 
confederate states, at London, and so 
he was designated as the proper official 
person in whose charge the seal and 
press should have been put, though it 
does not appear by tTecord that it was 
ever put in his charge at all. It does 
not appear that the seal or the press 
and materials were ever ‘delivered in 
Richmond, ang the whole outfit must 
have been ‘:lost, strayed or stoien,’’ or 
captured by biockaders, Now, what dia 
become of them?

Before its final adjournment in 1908, the present legislature will have to 
settle the convict problem, preparatory to the termination of the present con- 


In this connection there are two propositions confronting the general as- 
sembly: Abandonment of the lease system and.use of the convicts on the 
public works of the state, or a continuation of the present plan, under which, 
for a consideration, the state turns their labor over to private parties. 

Has not the time arrived when Georgia, the foremost and wealthiest of 
southern states in proportion to population, should abandon the convict lease 
system and establish her penitentiary upon a basis that will promise more 
for the civic welfare than the addition of a few dollars and cents to the state 
if that time is not at hand, when will it come? Will the need 
of a few more dollars in the treasury be any less five years from now 
than it is today? Has the time ever been when that need was not an actual

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Executive Usurpations. 

Two notable addresses, both severe- 
-y criticising President Roosevelt for 
his theories in regard to a more cen- 
tralized givernment, were delivered 
a few days ago before the annual 
meeting of the Maryland Bar Associa- 
tion. 

Peter W. Meldrim, of Savannah, 
joined his voice to the warning cry of 
alarm which is going up all over the 
ccuntry on the marvelous. encroach- 
ments by the executive upon the other 
departments of the government. 

In arguing that an unimpeachable 
judiciary is the greatest safeguard and 
the final bulwark of constitutional 
rights, Mr. Meldrim severely excori- 
ated the president for his attempts 


the judicial ermine. He said: 

“I shall not, out of high regard for 
the office of chief executive, criticize 
his utterances, except to say that when 
the executive sees fit to condemn a 
judge because of a decision, ren@ered in 
due course and after full argument, is 
not grateful to governmental policy; he 
acts in disrespect of the law and in en- 
couragement of a subservient judiciary, 
the most insidious and at the same 
time the greatest foe there can be to 
the good order, peace and digniyt of the 
republic.”’ 

In the presidential office is lodged 
the power of appointment to vacan- 
cies on the supreme bench. The su- 
preme court is the final arbiter as to 
the constitutionality of laws and the 
justice of legal decisions. A wiiling- 
ness and a desire on part of the su- 
preme executive to bend the supreme 
court to his will might thus have a 
most pernicious influence. 

John S. Wise, in addressing the 
Maryland lawyers, characterized Pres- 
ident Roosevelt as a “dangerous ele- 
ment in American politics,” on ac- 
count of his disregard of the constitu- 
tion and of the limitations which the 
constitution imposes upon the office 
of president, but which the present 
incumbent has with marvelous ingenu- 
ity and unsurpassed skill cleverly 
avoided. 

Henry Watterson, of Kentucky, has 
aeclared that the battle-cry of the

tion.” Since Mr. Wise is put down 
as a personal friend of President 
Roosevelt and a man who would pre- 
fer to see the triumph of republican 
principles, and since Philander C. 
Knox, of Pennsylvania, former attor- 
ney general and another warm ad- 
mirer of the president, have both 
pointed out the danger of executive 
aggressions, it is clear that the con- 
tention of democrats for the observ- 
ance of constitutional safeguards will 
not be .without strong supporters 
among those who would see the coun- 
try brought back to the moo:

He paid high tribute to the sense of 
justice and humanity possessed by 
Americans and said that throughout 
Jepan this country was admired for 
these sterling qualities. 

Rear Admiral Coghlan, late of the 
American navy, highly pleased the 
Japanese admiral with his apt illustra 
tion of the situation. He said: 


“You tell children if they don’t look 
out a big black bear will get them— 
that’s this war talk in a nutghell. The 
Japs have ongy had fifty years to study 
us. After a while they will be able to 
Pick out the good newspaper talk from 
the bad.’’ 


The good feeling shown at this 
gathering and the exchange of entire- 
ly sincere felicitations by the naval 
officers of Japan and America is typ- 
ica] of the sentiment that exists 
among the great mass of the people 


of both countries. 

Another reason - why’ war is un- 
thinkable, in addition to the absence 
of any real occasion’ for hostilities, is 
that war is costly. Japan has not yet 
recovered entirely from her struggle 
with Russia. Her industries are just 
beginning to pick up. She is display- 
ing amazing activity in the extension 
of her trade in Manchuria and Korea. 
She also looks forward to dominating 
the markets of: China. Any resort to 
war at this time would severely crip- 
ple her and retard her industrial 
pragress, besides adding immeasura- 
bly to the great load of her national 
debt.

HOUSE LIQUOR HEARING ~ 


TO BE CLOSED MONDAY 


Macon Delegation in Opposition to the Bill Heard 


Yesterday Morning—Atlanta Presents Both 


Sides Monday Afternoon. 


*? 


ONDAY afternoon the house tem- 
MA perance committee wil] hear 
from the advocates and op- 
ponents of the prohibition bill, now 
pending before that body, from the city 
of Atlanta. 

This hearing, which will conclude the 
public arguments on the measure, will 
be held in the hall of the house of 
representatives, beginning at 2:30 
o'clock. 7 

Each side of the question is to have 
an hour in which to present. their 
views, after which the committee will 
g° into executive session, and it is a 
foregone conclusion that the bill will 
be favorably reported. 

The session of this committee is to be 
continued from that held Saturday 
morning ir the house, when the repre- 
sentatives from Macon were heard and 
concluded the arguments by out-of- 
town parties who wished to be heard 
on the measure. 

As the supporters of the measure 
from Macon had addressed the com- 
mittee Friday afternoon, the time was 
given over.entirely to the opponents 
of the measure, and for an hour 
Roland Ellis and Minter Wimberly de- 
livered arguments as to why the bill 
should not be passed. 

Both suggested that the Covington 


anti-jug bill be passed to meet all the} 


conditions required, and claimed proh'- 
bitton does not prohibit, 

So engrossed was the committee in 
the talk of Mr. Wimberly that twice, 
when he had reached the time limit 
fixed by the committee, he was allow- 
ed to continue until he had con- 
cluded. 

The address of Mr. Ellis was reduced 
to pamphlet form and _ distributed 
among the members of the committee 
and house for their further inspection 
and consideration, and is found in 
full in another column of the paper. 

Details of the Hearing. 

The hearing began at 8 o'clock, in 
the hall of the house of representa- 
tives, with Chairman Wright presiding. 
Only a few spectators were present at 
first, but this number increased as the 
hours passed.

sas and lowa, and what is true there 
will be true here. 

He said it would put a premium on 
the distilling of illicit whisky, not only 
in the country, but in the eities as 
well. 

He read United States census statis- 
tics to support his argument that pro- 
hibition does not prohibit in “prohibi- 
tion states.”

STEVENS MAY NOT 


BE ANGITRATOR 


Talk of Effort fo Eliminate Him 
From Tax Arbitration Cases, 


BILL TO CHANGE METHOD 


It Is Being Pushed for Passage, the 
House Having Called for an 
Early Report at the Request 
of Mr. Alexander, of De- 
Kalb, Its Author. 


There is an interesting bit of gossip 
back of a motion which was made in 
the house of representatives the other 
day by Mr. Alexander, of DeKalb, look- 
ing to immediate action on a bill of 
which he is the author, and which pro- 
vides that the comptroller general may 
appoint any citizen of the state as ar- 
bitrator to represent the state in the 
matter of tax assessments upon cor- 
peration property. 

While the house refused to let the 
bill be read a second time, as it was 
clearly out of order, it did pass a res- 
olution asking the committee to which 
the measure had been referred to make 
an early report upon it. 

There could be only one reason for 
haste in the passage of a measure of 
this kind, and that is a desire for its 
application to the tax arbitrations upon 
ecrporation property now about to be 
held. These arbitrations are just get- 
t:ng under way and it will not be pos- 
sible to dispose of all of them, per- 
haps, for two or three months. 

It is well known that Railroad Com- 
missioner O. B. Stevens has already 
been chosen as the state’s arbitrator in 
several of these cases, and on account 
of the fact that he is a new man on 
the commission, one who has not en- 
gaged in such arbitrations heretofore, 
there is strong probability under. the 
present law that he will be chosen to 
represent the state in all of them, un- 
leas Mr. Alexander’s bill becomes a 
law in time to prevent it. 


Weuld Eliminate Stevens. 


It is openly talked about the capitol 
that the fact that Mr. Stevens was not 
altogether in hearty political accord 
with the administration prior to the 
action of the party in the primary elec- 
tion has given rise to a desire on the 
part of friends of the administration 
tu eliminate him as a factor in passing 
upon these tax assessments. 

If this bill can be passed promptly, 
the elimination process wili be pogsi- 
ble: otherwise, he will continue to 
serve, as the law provides only for the 
appointment of a railroad commission- 
er in such cases. 

Nevertheless, Commissioner Stevens, 
in the works already done, has evinced 
a desire and an _ intention to stand 
squarely up to the compfroller gener- 
al’s assessments, unless it can be pos- 
itively shown they are based on errone- 
ous facts. In fact, he has informed 
the comptroller general that this is his 
determination. 

At the same time, the proposed elimi- 
nation process is causing a good deal 
of quiet talk around the capitol corri-
